W hen the w eather is foggy and 
damp telegraph wires work badly due 
to w hat is known as "escape"—th a t 
is, loss of current due to im perfect 
insulation, m oisture being a conduc­ 
tor. 
On such occasions it Is difficult 
for operators to keep their instru­ 
m ents properly adjusted. 
It frequent­ 
ly happens therefore than an opera­ 
tor will begin to use the wire while 
it is already in use. 
This is termed 
"breaking in" and is at tim es a source 
of great annoyance especially on a 
train dispatcher’s wire. 
Recently C. M. Pierce, Missouri Pa­ 
cific dispatcher a t Osawatomie, Kan., 
was up against such a proposition.
